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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action dated October 12, 2006. 

Claims 1, 7, 19, and 25 are amended. Claims 1-3, 5-14, and 16-29 are pending in this 
application. 

Interview Summary 

Applicant thanks Examiner Anh-Vu H. Ly for the courtesy of a telephone interview on 
January 3, 2007 with Applicant's representative Paul J. Urbanski. Examiner Ly indicated that 
the claim objections and claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102 were withdrawn, but that the 
equalization coefficient and the channel estimate recited in the claims need to be associated with 
some function in the specification (i.e., it needs to shown what the recited equalization 
coefficient and channel estimate are used for). Mr. Urbanski agreed to amend the claims to 
include a use for the equalization coefficient and the channel estimate. 

Si 101 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-3, 5-14, and 16-29 were rejected under 35 USC § 101 as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Claims 1, 7, 19, and 25 were amended to overcome the rejection. 
Support for the amendments is found generally within the specification. An example of support 
for the amendments to claims 1, 7, and 25 is found on page 3 lines 22-24 and page 13 lines 7-10 
of the specification. An example of support for the amendments to claim 19 is found on page 1 
lines 28-30 and page 7 lines 9-30 of the specification.
